Half Million Dollar Project. 
A half a million dollar scheme to enlarge the 
London Mission Society’s Ying Wah Girls’ School 
in Seymour Road is now in hand. The School is 


making a public appeal for $260,000 towards the 
-eost, and Government has promised a dollar for. 


dollar contribution. 
For sume time past the 


School has experienced con- 


siderable difficulty through insufficient accommodation to 
cater fully for its 530 pupils. ee 
The new wing will provide 12 additional classrooms, a 


much needed gymnasium, 


sclence laboratory, 


domestic 


acience room, geography room and library. 

The enlarged school wilt alao permit extra pupils, and 
.when it is-completed Ying Wah Girls’ will be able-to offer 
splendid educational facilities for some 600 pupils, 


Workmen beseiged the two 
wings of the existing 
buildings last Friday, and these 
are already a mass of rubble. 
Depending on the weather, the 
new wing should be completed 
sometime next February; the 
architects estimate 180 days for 
the building to go up. 

While this {9 in progress, cach 
class will be limited to half the 
normal school day. Primary 
classes 1 and 2and_ the whole 
Middle School are to have morn- 
Ing lessons, and Primary classes 
3, 4,5 and 6 will have afternoon 
school, 


As carly as 1924, plans for a 
new bullding were well in hand, 
and although this was delayed iby 
the 1925 strike, a three-storcy 
building, which js at present the 
only’ building standing, was 
opened in September 1928. 


Ying Wah thas also the dis- 
tinction of having started the 
first real Chinese Kindergarten 
in the Colony. This was opened 
in a small way in 1911 ond fully 
organised by a trained teacher in 
191G, Two years later the Junior 
Middle School came into being, 
and to meet the urgent cry for 
teachers a Normal Training 
Course was developed in con- 
junction ‘with this tultion. The 
carly ‘Twenties saw the \d-ap 
of Middle School classes. 


SUDDEN GROWTH 


For the first tem years of its 
lifo the school was mainly a 
boarding cchool giving Primary 
Education and receiving Grant- 
mn-Ald, It grew from 34 tp 65 
Pupils and fees were first 
charged In 1907, It was in 1910, 
when Caine, Bonham and 
Rebinson Roads were opened 13 
Chinese residential “areas,” that 
| the great influx of stud¢nty 
stanted, so that In a year it was 
imperative to build a new 
wing—the 1911 wing just 
i a few 
more ‘years the enrolment ‘had 
grown “0.300... 

1¢ was the London Mission 
which started -the first girls’ 
schoot in the Colony, way back 
in 1846. Thare were seven 
pupllg In the little boarding 
schoo! which took its name from 
the Anglo - Chinese College 
founded by Robert Morrison In 
Malacca, ‘calling itself “Ying 
Woah" (English Chinese) as it 
taught in both languages. 

A series of breaks and new 
beginnings filled the years be- 
tween the “Ying Wah's founda- 
ton and the Eighteen-nineties 
when Miss Davis of the London 
Mission found herself supervis- 
ing nine schools with a total of 
about 500 scholars, Then, to 
house the nucleus of a boarding 
school which had started In a 
Wanchai church, the present 
Ying Wah Girls' School was 
founded In 1900. This has ex- 
panded, through . the last. half 
century, with the needs of the 
tlmes, which today demand a 
further expansion and: new facl- 
Utles 1f Ying, Wah Js to con- 
tinue in . the best traditions of 
education in the Colony. ;
